In response to a Notification of Missing Requirements mailed on March 10, 2006 and to complete 
the requirements for acceptance under 35 U.S.C. § 371, Applicants submit herewith a replacement 
Sequence Listing paper copy and CRF in compliance with 37 CFR §§1.821 et seq. and a copy of the 
earlier filed executed Declaration/Power of Attorney. This paper is accompanied by a copy of the 
Notification of Missing Requirements and a petition and fee for a one-month extension of time.

The specific sequences of SEQ ID NOS: 1-50 in the replacement Sequence Listing sheets 1-23 
are identical to those in the originally filed Sequence Listing and no sequence information has been 
changed. Thus, no new matter has been added to the Sequence Listing, and the Sequence Listing 
provided herewith does not go beyond the disclosure of the originally filed application. Additionally, the 
Sequence Listing paper copy and the CRF submitted herewith are identical in content.
